To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council. 

LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953. 

As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the  community 
is  good. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases,  excluding  whooping  cough 
and  measles  was  53,  whilst  the  latter  accounted  for  589  notified.  The 
notifications  of  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  numbered  53  for  this  year, 
with  4 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  Nil  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  birthrate  remained  consistently  high 
at  20.11  per  thousand  population  and  the  death  rate  low  at  9.27 
per  thousand  population.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  later  on  in 
this  report,  this  compares  with  a birth  rate  of  16.37  and  death  rate  of 
11.94  for  all  urban  districts  in  the  country. 

The  diseases  causing  death  in  early  life  are  constantly  dim- 
inishing. The  statistics  show  that  the  main  causes  of  death  are  cardio- 
vascular disease  between  the  ages  of  50-60  years  and  cancer.  Death 
from  pneumonia  is  an  extremely  rare  event  owing  to  the  use  of  anti- 
biotics. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Urban  Area  of  Caerphilly 
i.e.  children  under  1 year  is  36.73  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
figures  for  the  Administrative  County  are  29.10  and  for  England  and 
Wales  26.8.  The  comparable  neo-natal  rate,  i.e.  for  children  under 
four  weeks  is  19.33  per  thousand  live  births  for  the  County  and  17.7 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Compared  with  the  Administrative  County  and  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole,  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  Children  under  1 year 
is  still  too  high.  This  figure  is  the  best  index  of  social  well-being. 
The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  per  thousand  live 
births  for  the  Borough  of  Barry  is  30.26  and  Cardiff  Rural  Council 
16.56  and  Mountain  Ash  24.  76,  areas  of  comparable  populations. 

It  will  thus  be  realised  that  there  is  no  reason  for  complacence 
in  this  matter. 

The  further  increase  in  factories  in  this  area  points  to  its  in- 
creasing prosperity.  This  shows  the  area  is  no  longer  an  exclusivelv 
mining  community  but  now  possesses  numbers  of  light  industries 
and  industrial  undertakings  which  augur  well  for  the  future.

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GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  City  and  County 
Laboratories,  Cardiff,  the  Pathological  Department,  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary  and  the  Blood  Transfusion  Laboratories  at  Newport  Road, 
Cardiff.  All  examinations  of  throat  swabs,  faecal  and  urine  speci- 
mens, cerebro-spinal  fluid,  were  carried  out  at  the  City  and  County 
Laboratory.  In  addition  17  water  samples  were  submitted  for  bact- 
eriological and  chemical  analysis,  i3  ice  cream  samples,  and 
samples  from  the  Nelson  Sewage  Works  effluent.  Of  the  milk 
samples  36  were  submitted  for  general  examination  and  36  samples 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  in  no  case  was  tubercle  bacilli 
found  during  the  year. 


I cannot  leave  this  matter  without  referring  to  the  help  given 
us  by  the  Pathologist  and  Staff  of  the  Rhymney  and  Sirhowv  Valleys 
Hospital  Management  Committee  Laboratory  at  the  Miners’  Hospital. 
Requests  have  been  cheerfully  carried  out,  and  whilst  the  main  public 
health  examinations,  e.g.  water,  milk,  etc.  must  go  to  the  main  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  the  Caerphilly  Laboratory  have  carried  out  exam- 
inations of  throat  swabs,  cerebral  spinal  fluids  and  many  things  which 
have  a purely  medical  aspect. 


FOOD  AND  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of  the  area, 
the  Aber  Valley  and  Nelson  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney  '/alley  Water 
Board,  which  is  a constituent  authority  of  the  Tuff  Fechan  Water 
Board.  The  Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by  the  Rhondda  and  Ystrad- 
fodwg  Water  Board. 


The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  over  a large  part  of  the 
area  and  is  under  bacteriological  control. 


There  now  only  remains  a stand  pipe  at  the  Barry  Cottages 
to  eliminate  all  communal  water  supplies  in  the  area.  Investiga- 
tion of  the  position  here  is  very  unsatisfactory.  A communal 
wash  house  supply  with  one  communal  tap  is  surely  in- 
sufficient for  eleven  houses  with  a population  of  25.  The  difficulties 
are  far  from  insurmountable,  and  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Staff 
show  that  a supply  could  be  provided  for  every  house,  with  a sink 
and  cistern  for  all  lavatories. 
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It  will  be  noted  that  17  water  samples  were  taken.  A few 
water  samples  were  taken  from  wells  and  surface  sources.  None 
of  these  proved  really  unsatisfactory  either  chemically  or  bacteriol- 
ogically,  but  this  report  cannot  be  allowed  to  pass  without  mention 
of  the  urgent  need  for  a water  supply  to  the  houses  and  cottages  on 
the  Caerphilly  Mountain.  The  Council  are  well  aware  of  the  engin- 
eering difficulties  which  have  been  explained  by  the  Engineer  to  the 
Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board.  However,  the  time  is  rapidly  app- 
roaching when  sites  will  be  wanted  for  the  erection  of  new  houses. 
Land  for  this  purpose  in  the  low  lying  Caerphilly  area  is  becoming 
scarcer  every  day.  In  fact  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  suitable  sites  to  erect  private  houses.  This  being 
so,  the  land  on  the  Caerphilly  Mountain  may  become  increasingly

Khymney  \ alley  Water  Board  should  be  asked  to  pursue  this  matter. 
We  have  had  examples  recently  of  new  Council  houses  being  without 
water.  This  might  quite  easily  happen  to  a series  of  new  private 
houses  if  planning  permission  were  given  to  erect  any  number  on  this 
Caerphilly  Mountain  site.  There  might  be  wells  within  a reasonable 
distance  which  could  provide  a wholesome  supply  sufficient  for  a 
few  households,  but  if  the  demand  became  greater  it  is  easy  to  envisage 
a serious  water  deficiency  here.  All  the  wells  are  shallow  and 
potentially  dangerous. 


I consider  this  a public  health  matter  of  considerable  urgency 


No  complaints  were  received  elsewher  e of  the  water  supply 
by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board.  It  has>  indeed,  been  excellent 
with  meteorological  conditions  in  favour  of  adequate  supplies. 


There  are  no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Rivers  and  Streams  still  remain  polluted  owing  to  the 
activities  of  colliery  washeries. 


The  sanitary  conveniences  of  the  Windsor  Colliery,  Abertrid  vj 
were  found  to  be  discharging  into  the  Aber  Brook  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  carriage  of  solid  material  was  complained  of  to  a considerable 
extent.  Representations  were  made  to  the  National  Coal  Board 
and  a new  drain  was  laid  and  connected  to  the  sewer,  and  this  nuisance 
is  abated. 
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The  effluent  from  the  Nantgarw  Coke  Ovens  is  still  being 
discharged  into  the  River  Taff,  but  I am  glad  to  report  that  some 
effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  it  by  washing  the  materials  causing 
the  nuisance. 


MILK  SUPPLY.

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  was  36  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  18  Samples  were  taken  to  the  County  Lab- 
oratory, and  all  were  free  from  tuberculosis.

One  pasteurisation  plant  has  been  established  in  the  area  by 
Messrs  J.  Snelling  of  Abertridwr. 


In  connection  with  the  milk  supply  it  is  necessary  to  refer  again 
to  the  fortunately  rare,  but  dangerous  occurrence  of  dirty  milk  bottles. 
All  efforts  are  made  by  the  firms  concerned  to  see  that  all  milk  bottles 
are  properly  washed.  The  problem  is  not  large  enough  to  need  any 
form  of  public  campaign  on  the  matter,  but  it  could  be  seriously 
urged  that  the  public  should  use  milk  bottles  for  nothing  but  milk 
and  they  should  be  returned  without  being  used  as  containers  for 
other  substances.  It  has  come  to  our  notice  that  milk  bottles  have 
been  used  to  hold  paint,  parafin,  beer  and  other  noxious  substances. 
We  are  informed  by  the  large  bottling  firms  of  the  area,  that  they 
would  rather  the  bottles  be  destroyed  after  such  use,  and  indeed  the 
actual  retailers  have  been  informed  to  abstract  such  bottles  rather 
than  return  them  to  the  factories.  However,  unless  the  public  are 
prepared  to  see  the  danger  of  this,  an  infected  bottle  will  one  day 
find  its  way,  loaded  with  pathogenic  organisms  and  might  cause  a 
severe  outbreak  of  disease. 
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The  final  solution  of  this  problem  would  appear  to  rest  in  the 
provision  of  grease  sealed  cartons.  This  might  increase  the  price 
of  milk  by  a fraction,  but  the  protection  granted  to  everyone  would 
appear  to  be  worth  while.  If  this  can  be  done  for  the  sale  of  unimport- 
ant products  like  fruit  drinks  both  in  cinemas  and  at  the  seaside, 
surely  it  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that  it  should  be  done  in  the  int- 
erests of  the  most  important  part  of  our  national  life  - the  health  of 
the  children. 


Ice  Cream. 

The  Register  of  Producers  and  Retailers  shows  one  Producer 
and  71  Retailers  in  the  whole  Urban  Area. 


A Register  is  kept  of  Producers  and  Retailers  and  there  is 
one  of  the  former  and  71  of  the  latter  in  the  area,  one  of  which  is  a 
wholesale  manufacturer. 

Your  Inspectors  took  13  samples  of  ice  cream  during  the  year 
under  review  with  the  following  results  :- 

8 — Grade  1.  Satisfactory 
4 — Grade  2.  Fair 
1 — Grade  3.  Unsatisfactory. 

In  addition  to  this,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Inspector  took  samples,  but  the  results  of  these  are  not  supplied  to 
this  Department  unless  the  samples  are  not  up  to  standard. 

The  ice  cream  industry  is  for,  better  or  worse,  rapidly  passing 
into  the  hands  of  large  combines,  who  increasingly  retail  the  product 
themselves,  though  a large  quantity  is  still  sold  to  small  dealers  to 
retail  under  refrigerated  conditions.  From  a point  of  view  of  the 
prevention  of  disease,  this  places  the  population  at  less  risk  than  in 
the  days  when  small  portions  of  ice  cream  were  made  in  sundry  and 
divers  places  and  sold  on  the  spot. 


Catering. 

The  number  of  cafes  supplying  food  in  this  area  are  legion, 
which  makes  it  difficult  for  supervisions  by  your  Inspectors.  It 
would  be  much  easier  if  they  were  licenced  by  this  Authority. 
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Of  the  47  licenced  hotels,  11  have  catering  licences  and  in  all 
these  places  inspections  were  made  of  the  cooking  arrangements, 
food  stores  and  washing  facilities.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year  no  outbreak  of 
typhoid  fever  occurred  throughout  the  area. 


During  the  inspection  of  the  food  establishments,  a card  was 
issued  advising  the  danger  of  admitting  dogs  into  any  place  where 
food  was  sold.  The  reverse  is  still  honoured  in  the  breach,  and  I 
regret  to  report  that  in  many  food  shops  it  is  still  common  to  see  dogs 
in  contact,  if  not  fouling,  food  stuffs  which  are  resting  on  the  floor  of 
the  premises. 


The  protection  of  the  food  stuffs  of  the  population  and  the 
number  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurring  during  the  year,  has  made 
the  clean  handling  of  food  a national  question.  The  Health  Com- 
mittee decided  that  a clean  food  campaign  should  be  held  during  the 
year  1954,  and  steps  were  taken  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  organise 
this. 


The  Annual  Report  for  1954  will  show  how  disinterested  many 
of  the  food  handlers  were  in  the  clean  handling  of  food  and  the 
population  will  never  be  protected  until  adequate  legislation  is 
provided.  There  are,  in  this  town,  premises  where  food  is  dis- 
played for  sale  with  no  adequate  protection  against  contamination 
from  the  passer-by.  It  cannot  be  disputed  that  the  food  trade 
generally  are  not  as  interested  as  they  might  be  towards  this  problem. 
The  prevention  of  the  disenteric  group  of  diseases  is  largely  in  the 
hands  of  people  who  handle  food  and  if  they  all  will  not  accept  the 
responsibility  they  should  be  made  to  do  so. 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  foods. 


There  are  no  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  area.  Meat  is 
now  imported  from  neighbouring  areas.

It  would  appear  that  a lot  of  the  colossal  waste  could  be  avoided 

I particularly  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  no 
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less  than  31  cwt.  of  cooked  ham  at  8/-  per  pound,  and  21  cwts.  of 
corned  beef  at  3/-  per  pound  were  destroyed  during  the  year.  Your 
Inspectors  have  investigated  the  matter  most  carefully.  Of  this 
destroyed  beef  and  ham,  they  are  mostly  products  from  Central 
Europe,  the  canning  has  been  proved  to  be  most  unsatisfactory.  It 
was  demonstrated  at  a Committee  Meeting  that  the  centre  of  the 
tin  and  the  place  of  stamp  on  the  end  of  the  tin,  could  be  easily  perf- 
orated by  a pin.  This,  of  course,  is  bound  to  lead  to  a great 
amount  of  waste  throughout  the  whole  of  the  country. 

The  amount  of  fresh  meat  condemned  was  mostly  imported 

and  home  killed  beef,  occuring  during  the  Summer  months  and 
due  to  bone  taint.  The  remaining  items  call  for  no  comment.

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BREAD. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  all  bakeries  by  your  Inspectors 
and  it  again  seems  a sign  of  the  times  that  in  ten  years  8 small  bakeries 
have  closed  and  there  are  now  only  7 remaining  out  of  the  15  reported 
in  1943. 

The  Public  Health  Department  has  been  requested  for  a-' 
opinion  by  various  organisations  and  individuals  of  the  necessity  for 
the  compulsory  wrapping  of  the  bread.  When  bread  is  wrapped 
warm,  it  encourages  the  growth  of  moulds  and  while  these  are  not 
harmful,  the  bread  becomes  unusable  and  even  if  this  does  not  occur 
the  bread  smells  sour.  It  must  be  pointed  out,  that  bread  as  a disease 
carrier  ranks  very,  very  low.  The  danger  of  infectious  disease  from 
bread  is  practically  nil,  the  danger  usually  occuring  from  adult- 
erants. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Pontypridd 
and  Rhondda  Sewerage  Board  provide  means  for  collection  and 
disposal  of  sewage,  except  at  Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Council  Sewage  Works. 

It  is  a matter  for  comment  that  the  effluent  has  been  satisfactory 
for  very  many  years  and  in  its  small  way,  the  working  is  obviously 
most  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  28  cesspools  were  cleansed  and  disinfected 
This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Cardiff  Corporation  who  placed 
at  our  disposal  for  a most  modest  charge  their  ejector.  This  was 
proved  most  valuable. 

However,  there  are  still  too  many  cesspits  and  efforts  were  made 
during  the  year  to  persuade  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  to  allow 
lavatories  within  10  yards  of  their  property  and  belonging  to  an  ad- 
jacent garage,  to  connect  up  with  the  drainage  scheme  of  the  County 
Offices  at  Ystrad  Mynach.  The  distance  from  the  garage  to  the 
sewer  is  over  300  feet  and  thus,  no  compulsion  can  be  exercised  in 
making  the  proprietors  connect  up  to  the  sewer.  There  are  only 
two  lavatories  involved  in  the  Garage  and  this  connection  would  have 
eliminated  the  cesspit,  which  is  very  near  both  premises.  The 
Glamorgan  County  Council  have  now  refused  to  grant  this  facility. 

Connected  to  the  main  sewer  during  the  year  were  the  two 
cottages  known  as  Green  Cottages,  Energlyn,  Caerphilly. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  area  used  extensively 
by  the  public  and  school  children,  namely,  Swimming  Pool  at  the 
Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caerphilly,  and  the  Llanbradach  Swimming 
Pool,  which  is  privately  owned. 

The  analyses  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  of  the 
Municipal  Swimming  Pools  in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park  have  been 
invariably  satisfactory.  The  chlorination  is  so  controlled  that  there 
is  always  a satisfactory  residual  amount. 

The  analyses  of  the  Llanbradach  Pool  cannot  show  the  same 
standardised  result,  but,  nevertheless,  has  been  fairly  satisfactory 
and  many  minor  alterations  necessary  in  chlorination  have  been  carried 
out  in  this  Swimming  Pool  under  the  direction  of  your  Inspectors. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS  OF  SAMPLES  OF  WATER. 

the  following  are  recent  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses 
of  samples  of  water  taken  at  the  Swimming  Pools

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

There  is  practically  no  atmospheric  pollution  in  Caerphilly 
other  than  a small  amount  of  furnace  discharge  from  the  Replacement 
Cleaners  Co.,  at  Pontygwindy  Road.  This  also  applies  to  a lesser 
extent  to  Llanbradach,  Nelson  and  Senghenydd.  However,  Nantgarw 
still  suffers  occasionally  from  a dust  deposit  from  the  Treforest  Power 
Station  and  during  the  year,  much  distress  was  caused  by  the  effluvia 
caused  by  the  effluent  from  the  Nantgarw  Coke  Ovens.  This  was 
being  discharged  within  15  yards  of  the  front  door  of  small  dwellings 
in  Cardiff  Road.  Such  dwellings  have  their  front  doors  opening 
immediately  into  their  living  room.  Ventilation  of  these  premises 
has  thus  been  seriously  impaired.  At  Rhydyrhelyg,  the  presence 
of  lead  sulphide  in  the  atmosphere  caused  severe  destruction  of  paint 
This  has  now  considerably  abated. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  Area  is  now  completely  undertaken  by 
your  Surveyor’s  Department,  with  the  exception  of  the  few  Cottages 
at  Cwmheldeg,  Nelson. 

It  is  most  satisfactory  that  the  Council  tipping  arrangements 
are  highly  controlled  and  present  no  problem. 

A most  unfortunate  aspect  of  refuse  disposal  is  the  Penrhos 
Tip.  This  tip  is  let  to  a private  contractor  and  originally  was  intended 
for  flue  dust  from  the  Treforest  Power  Station.  Planning  permission 
was  granted  by  this  Authority  on  condition  that  the  surface  of  such 
a tip  was  turfed  within  a reasonable  time,  which  has  not  been  done. 
Permission  was  given  by  the  Authority  to  the  Pontypridd  Urban 
District  Council  to  tip  their  household  refuse  and  slaughterhouse 
refuse  into  this  tip,  on  the  condition  that  it  was  controlled.  The 
plain  fact  is  that  it  has  not  been  controlled.  Edible  material  has  been 
left  over  the  face  of  150  yards  without  lime  or  cover,  and  this  has  re- 
sulted in  a swarm  of  rats  breeding  which  would  in  the  very  near 
future  be  invading  the  adjacent  housing  estate  at  Trecenydd.  Further- 
more, the  tip  was  almost  incessantly  on  fire  and  the  sufferings  of  the 
people  of  Trecenydd  due  to  the  smoke  caused,  particularly  as  they 
were  in  a direct  line  of  the  prevalent  winds,  have  to  be  seen  to  be 
believed.  Mostly,  it  has  been  impossible  for  the  inhabitants  of  this 
part  of  your  district  to  open  their  windows  facing  west  and  south  west. 
Another  menace  is  the  breeding  ground  for  flies  caused  by  such  con- 
ditions. It  is,  indeed,  intolerable  that  foreign  refuse  should  cause 
so  much  unpleasantness  and  worry  to  your  own  residents.  The 
Public  Health  Department  of  this  Authority  recommend  most  strongly 
that  the  tip  sould  be  closed  for  this  purpose.

The  National  Coal  Board  have  erected  150  houses  on  the  Pen- 
yrheol site,  mainly  for  workers  at  the  Windsor  and  Nantgarw  Collieries 
Tenants  are  nominated  for  these  houses  by  the  pit  committees  and 
these  are  submitted  to  the  Housing  Manager  for  investigation  as  to 
whether  the  tenants  are  suitable  or  otherwise  and  lets  them. 
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The  number  of  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  is  22,  which 
includes  two  police  houses. 

Of  the  houses  built  by  the  Council  10  have  been  allocated  to 
the  Public  Health  Department  under  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
Scheme.  The  position  is  not  unsatisfactory  at  the  moment,  as  those 
urgently  requiring  housing  on  the  grounds  of  tuberculosis  have  dim- 
inished very  considerably. 


This  again  raises  the  question  of  high  rental.  Hire 
purchase  commitments,  increased  food  supplies  required  for 
people  with  tubeiculosis,  makes  the  payment  of  the  top  rents  difficult, 
if  not  impossible.  It  would  appear  that  for  the  rent  to  be  paid,  the 
money  spent  on  food,  must  be  less.  So  the  position  is,  good  housing 
and  poor  food,  or  good  food  and  poor  housing.  This,  of  course, 
applies  to  the  £7-£6  per  week  income  class. 

The  social  circumstance  of  the  population  will  in  the  not  too 
distant  future,  demand  either  a smaller,  cheaper  type  of  house  of  the 
terraced  type,  or  differential  renting.  It  has  been  stated  in  the  past 
that  rent  should  not  exceed  1 /6th  of  the  total  income,  if  a standard 
of  life  worthy  of  the  present  time  is  to  be  attained.  Unfortunately, 
many  of  the  lower  graded  workers  are  paying  between  1 /3rd  and 
1/4  of  their  total  income  in  rent.  This  can  lead  to  nothing  but  frus- 
trati  on  and  loss  of  civic  pride. 

During  the  year,  three  houses  were  condemned  at  King  Street 
and  3 houses  at  Thomas  Street,  Abertridwr.  Of  the  former,  two  were 
vacated  and  of  the  latter,  three  were  vacated  during  the  year.  The 
reasons  for  condemnation  were  subsidence  and  structural  defect. 

The  northern  sector  of  the  Pontygwindv  Estate  showed  further 
diminution  in  the  number  of  huts  occupied  during  the  year.  Two 
were  vacated,  which  now  leaves  11  occupied.  The  policy  of  the  Coun- 
cil is  to  render  these  houses  completely  uninhabitable  once  they  are 
vacated.  The  tenants  are  still  of  the  problem  variety,  but  show  some 
improvement  in  social  behaviour  and  cleanliness  to  what  they  have 
been  in  previous  years. 

Temporary  Dwellings  and  Caravans. 

One  temporary  dwelling  was  vacated  during  the  year,  reducing 
the  number  to  74. 

The  problem  of  gypsies  in  your  Area  remains.  There  would 
appear  to  be  a permanent  site  occupied  by  gypsies  at  Heol-y-Bwnsi, 
Nantgarw,  whilst  a favourable  further  resting  place  is  the  field  near 
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the  Pontygwindy  Road  Allotments.  The  fouling  of  the  land  in  the 
Pontvgwindy  Road  site  is  causing  considerable  concern  and  annoy- 
ance to  adjacent  householders.  The  Police  have  great  difficulty  in 
removing  them,  arid  this  together  with  Heol-y-Bwnsi,  makes  the 
provision  of  a permanent  gyspy  encampment  very  necessary.  A 
joint  meeting  was  formed  during  the  year  with  the  Pontypridd  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council.  No 
agreement  was  arrived  at  as  to  a site  for  this  purpose,  but  it  is  hoped 
in  the  interests  of  the  district  as  a whole,  and  the  gypsies  themselvt  y 
that  there  will  soon  be  a site  under  municipal  control.  'This  implies 
the  provision  of  a water  supply  and  simple  sanitary  arrangements. 

A less  important  aspect  is  the  straying  of  horses  from  the  lleol- 
v-Rwnsi  site  entering  the  Council  Housing  Estate  causing  danger 
to  children  and  destruction  of  existing  amenities.

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PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  confirmed  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year 
under  review.  The  responsibility  for  active  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  is  now  the  function  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 
However,  I am  informed  that  all  children  are  not  being  immunised 
by  any  means,  and  perhaps  it  would  be  appropriate  in  this  Report 
to  state  the  degree  of  hazard  to  which  children  who  are  not  immunised 
are  liable.  The  presence  of  a carrier  of  the  diphtheria  germ  amongst 
the  immunised  population  would  be  very  prone  to  create  widespread 
epidemics  of  the  most  dangerous  form  of  the  disease  amongst  those 
unimmunised.  To  discover  the  origin  of  the  infection  in  such  a 
case  would  be  most  difficult,  and  there  is  little  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  if  such  an  outbreak  occurred,  the  death  rate  amongst  the  un- 
immunised would  be  shocking,  and  I feel  that  something  would  be 
done  by  all  to  stress  this  protection  of  young  children. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

This  offered  no  problem  during  the  year,  there  being  only 
18  cases  notified,  which  is  quite  below  the  average  and  there  were 
no  deaths.  Two  cases  were  isolated  at  Gellygaer  Hospital  owing  to 
domestic  conditions. 


Paratyphoid  B. 

Two  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  one  diagnosed  at  the  Miners 
Hospital  who  was  resident  in  Tredegar  and  was  incubating  the  disease 
on  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

The  only  case  occuring  during  the  year  was  a medical  student 
at  the  Cardiff  Medical  College,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  it 
was  admitted  to  the  Cardiff  City  Isolation  Hospital  as  a case  of  para- 
typhoid B.,  but  the  final  diagnosis  was  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis. 
The  disease  was  not  a problem  here  during  the  year  and  long  may  it 
remain  so. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  whooping  cough  was  24,  one 
of  which  was  admitted  to  hospital.  Again,  this  was  in  very  moderate 
dimension  and  may  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  increasing  use  of  the 
whooping  cough  prophylactic  in  children  under  one  year. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  most  pleasing  to  report  that  whilst  the  morbidity  rate  of 
respiratory  tuberculosis  was  higher  than  ever,  the  mortality  rate  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded,  that  is  .011  per  hundred  thousand  of  the 
population.  The  former  is  correlated  with  the  latter.  The  high 
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number  of  notifications  is  due  to  increasing  vigilance  by  the  General 
Practitioners  and  Chest  Physicians  and  last,  but  no  means  least,  the 
work  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  which  has  functioned  in  factories 
and  schools  and  has  been  the  means  of  diagnosing  tuberculosis  in 
its  very  earliest  stages  ; stages  when  there  is  every  possibility  of  a 
recovery. 

The  low  death  rate  must  also  be  attributed  to 

(a)  the  use  of  drugs,  e.g.  streptomycin  and 

(b)  to  the  advancement  of  Chest  Surgery,  whereby  the  dis- 
eased portion  of  the  lung  may  now  be  removed  and  the 
systemic  infection  almost  eiadicated. 

The  number  of  Surgeons  and  beds  for  this  purpose  has  been  far  less 
than  is  required,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  know  that  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  is  establishing  further  Surgical  Units  at  Newport  and  Chepstow. 

The  prevention  of  the  disease  is  also  helped  by  much  improved 
sociological  conditions  and  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
Health  Visitors.  The  Council  Housing  Scheme  for  the  Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis  has  also  played  its  part  and  has  reduced  overcrowding 
in  very  many  cases  where  the  spread  of  the  disease  would  have  been 
inevitable. 

The  bed  position  as  far  as  your  area  is  concerned  is  very  much 
better  than  in  other  areas.  At  times  there  has  been  no  waiting  list 
for  women  patients  in  this  area,  whilst  beds  are  readily  available  for 
Children  at  Adelina  Patti  and  Highland  Moors  Hospitals.
